The Star was advised by a 


letter dated Dec. 11 that its 
newsprint supplier, Southland 
Paper Mills, Inc., of Lufkta, 
Texas, is raising the prim of 
paper $5 a ton effective Feb. 1, 
If73. The hike was posted a 
week ago by Canadian mills, 
which produce most of the 
newsprint consumed hi the 
U.S., and the domestic mills are 
going along with it. 


That puts the carload price of 


newsprint delivered In Hope at 
$168 per ton. It was $143 a ton 
when we posted the present 
subscription prices, Jan. 1, 1981 
for the mail and May 38, lltl for 
city carrier delivery—an la* 
crease of $25 a ton, or 17.4 per 
cent- 


Back in 1968 circulation in- 


come covered 28.2 per cent of 
the cost of producing the 
newspaper. The percentage by 
1971 had dropped to 25.7-and 
for 11 months of 1972 It is down 
to 24.1. 


Booming advertising is the 


reason we haven't changed 
subscription rates before now. 
But there is a limit beyond 
which we can't absorb climbing 
circulation expense—which is 
tied to paper and delivery costs 
in the city, and paper and 
postage costs on mail sub- 
scriptions. 


But we won't cross that 


bridge until we come to it. We 
have a car of newsprint 
scheduled for delivery Jan. 1 at 
the present $163 price, so it will 
be the Spring of 1973 before we 
have to decide on subscription 
rates. 


One 
of 
the 
harshest 


publishing problems is the 
astronomical /ise in postage 
charges. We run more pages 
today; with greater total 
weight, but mail circulation is 
only two-thirds what It was 40 
years ago when we deposited 
$30 a month for second-daas 
postage. In recent years we 
have been making monthly 
depositsof$lSO,$17S,and$300- 
and only this month had to 
further increase the deposit to 
$225. 


While television has had a 


major hand in wiping out 
America's best-known general 
magazines-Collier's. Saturday 
Evening Post, Look, and Life 
(they depended on national 
advertising 
while 
the 


newspapers' support is local)— 
in its farewell editorial last 
week Life pointed out that the 
tremendous rise in second-class 
mail rates will eventually cost 
the magazine industry $130 
million annually—"more than 
twice the profits earned by all 
magazines in 1970." 


Paper and postage are costs 


beyond the control of any 
publisher. 


Newspapers are pretty hot 


over the mills' Feb. 1 price 
hike. Frank Daniels, Jr., of 
Raleigh, N.C., president of the 
Southern 
Newspaper 


Publishers Association, of 
which The Star is a member, 
suggested Thursday that it was 
time the publishers looked into 
the business of acquiring their 
own newsprint mill. But the fact 
is our own supplier, Southland 
at Lufkin, started up in 1940 
with publisher backing, and it, 
too, goes along with the pricing 
set by the Canadian mill*. 


There is this curious fact 


about a newsprint mill: It is 
forced to accept a universal 
price schedule because it has to 
have connections with other 
mills so its publisher customers 
will have a source of supply 
should it be closed by a strike, 
fire, or natural disaster. I know 
this because when Southland of 
Lufkin had its one and only 
strike The Star was promptly 
advisee of an alternate source 
of newsprint supply 
So if a group of publishers did 


start up their own mill it would 
in all probability tie up with 
other mills for self-protection, 
which action would bind it to the 
fixed Canadian-U.S. price 
schedule - just as in the case of 
Southland at Lufkin.

United in space 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — Three American astro- 
nauts, united again after the 
Apollo program's final and 
most bountiful moon4anding 
expedition, lingered in lunar or- 
bit today surveying the surface 
below for still more knowledge. 


Gone was the landing ship 


Challenger, which had carried 


M oon: 


Apollo 17's Eugene A. Cernsn 
and Harrison H. Schmitt to the 
surface for 75 hours and then 
returned them safely to the 
command ship America and re- 
union with Ronald E. Evans. 


In the early morning hours, 


Challenger was thrust away 
from the command ship, <ind a 
radio signal from Mission Oon* 
trol sent it crashing Into the 


blur in the background.

Shooting at Southern U. is 
object of committee report 


BATON ROUGE, La. (AP) - 


A special state investigating 
committee says it's up to local 
authoritos to determine possible 
personal criminal liability In a 
student-police confrontation at 
Southern University in which 
two young blacks died. 


In a preliminary report on 


the Nov. II shooting, the bira- 
cial committee said the fatal 
shot came from an area where 
six men had gathered, "an 
area where sheriff's deputies 
had deployed." 


But the report did not say 


specifically that the shot which 
killed Denver A. Smith of New 
Roads, La., and Leonard D. 
Brown of Gilbert, La., was 
fired by a sheriff's deputy, nor 
did it identify the ate men in 
the group. 


But Atty. Gen. WUUam J. 


Guste Jr., in releasing on 
Thursday the report of the 13- 
member committee he hsadsd. 
said: "1 think it is a fair as- 
sumption that it (the shot) 
came from one of the depu- 
ties." 


He said the committee did 


not attempt to determine who 
exactly fired the fatal shot of 
No. 4 buckshot because "the 
matter may involve personal 
culpability and addresses itself 
more properly to a grand jury. 


"We have no evidence as to 


whether the shooting was acci- 
dental or deliberate ... We 
know the general area from 
which the shot came, and we 


He said the committee's evi- 


dence would be submitted to 
the Bait Baton Rouge Parish 
district attorney's office. 


Smith and Brown were ahot 


after a group of students gath- 
ered in front of (he pre- 
dominantly black university's 
administration building refused 
police orders to leave the area. 
Some H sheriffs deputies and 
30 state patrolmen had been 
called to the SUcampua by un- 
iversity President Loon G. Net- 
terville.

several weeks of unrest at SU's 
Baton Rouge and New Orieaae 
campuses over student de- 
mands for more voice in affaira 
of the nation's largest black un- 
iversity and the firing of Net- 
terville. a black. 


Police atid immediately after 


the shooting that the violence 
was touched off when a tear- 
gas grenade was thrown at po- 
lice from the ranks of the stu- 
dents. 


The committee, which began 


it* inquiry Nov. 37, viewed 
reels of television Him, inter- 
viewed 33 witnesses and hoard 
reports on the testimony of 311 


others, also drew these con- 
clusions: 


—A group of students entered 


the administration building and 
prevented normal use of the 
building on the day of the 
snooting. That conduct was 
''improper.'' 


—There was no evidence to 


indicate that any of the stu- 
dents Involved in the con- 
frontation carried "firearms, 
tear gas. grenade or artillery 
simulators or launching devices 
at the 
time of the con- 


frontation." 


—A state police lieutenant 


mistook a superior's observa- 
tion for a command and bowled 
the first tear-gas canister into 
the crowd of students, touching 
off a wild melee which culmi- 
nated in the shooting. 


-Only one shell of No. 4 


buckshot was fired, and pellets 
from the shell killed both Smith 
--- 1 
ano 


—Deputies were allowed to 


have live shotgun ammunition 
in their weapons but had been 
instructed that they were not to 
advance it to the firing cham- 
bers until specifically ordered 
to do so. 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — "It's getting to look 
like a regular garbage dump 
down there," was the way it 
was put by commander Eugene 
A. Ceman the day the last 
Apollo left the moon. 


Whether garbage or tools for 


future explorers, America's as- 
tronauts have left behind near- 
ly $10 million in used equip- 
ment, including three rovers. 


The leftovers are scattered at 


each of the six sites where an 
Apollo lunar module carrying 
two men has touched down 
since July 1989. 


Four-legged, flat-topped mod- 


ule descent platforms, aban- 
doned as each ^fragile lunar 
craft departed for earth, stand 
like guardian sphynxes at each 
junk pile. 


Nearby are the moat costly 


castaways, the {2-roiJIion Irjnar 
roving vehicles — used cars to 
aid men who might return to 
the moon. 


But some of them need a 


little body work. 


A fender broke on Apollo 17's 


rover the first day Ceman and 
geologist Harrison H. Schmitt 
drove it on the moon's dusty 
surface. The same thing hap- 
pened on Apollo IS and U. 
Some old moon maps became 
an ersatz fender on the current 
mission, blocking out the pow- 
der churned up by the electric- 
powered vehicle. 


There are two golf balls, a 


feather, 12 pair of yellow boots, 
some coveralls, packets of un- 
eaten food and a few used toilet 
bags. 


Also left on the moon's non- 


decaying surface are several 
expensive cameras, portable 
oxygen and cooling systems 
and assorted tools. 


Today, and for most of Satur- 


day until they start their Jour- 
ney home, the astronauts' task 
was to probe the moon with 
cameras and sophisticated sen- 
sing devices. They were in an 
orbit 89 miles above the sur- 
face. 


Cernan and Schmitt com- 


pleted man's most successful 
moon visit ever late Thursday 
when they rocketed off the lu- 
nar surface with a record cargo 
of moon samples and film. 


After transferring the pre- 


cious lunar treasure into Amer- 
ica, the astronauts cast off 
Challenger, freeing it for de- 
struction in the cause of sci- 
ence. The lander, which cost 
$40 million, could not have been 
returned to earth with the com- 
mand ship. 


"It seems an unfitting finish 


to a super bird," said Cernsn, 
during his last moments aboard 
the craft he had flown to a 
near-perfect landing Monday in 
the moon valley of Taurus-Lit- 
trow. "But it's got one more 
job to do." 


On radio commands from 


earth, Challenger fired its rock- 
et thrusters and sent itself 


Taurus-Uftrow valley. 


Force of the impact caused a 


seismic shock which, excited 
quake-detection instruments 
left on the moon by Apollo 17 
and by previous Apollo mis- 
sions. 


In a spectacular lunar depar- 


ture, Challenger popped off its 
Hat-topped landing stage amid 
a shower of debris and soared 
upward into the black lunar sky 
over 
Taurus-Uttrow. 
The 


craft's yellow-flamed rocket 
was visible to television wat- 
chers on earth for about 35 sec- 
onds before it vanished from 
the view of a TV camera left 
on the moon. 


Evans, aboard the larger 


ship, focused a television cam- 
era on Challenger as it rose 
from its low lunar orbit. The 
bug-like craft could be seen 
speeding upward, the distant, 
silvered lunar surface a racing 


and larger as It approached the 
America and the camera until, 
finally, the shadowed outlines 
of Cernan and SchmUt, stand- 
big at the triangular windows 
of Challenger, could be seen. 


"Good to see you'," said Car- 


nan from Challenger to his 
crewmate, Evans, hi America. 


"Glad to have you back," 


said Evans. 


"America and Challenger are 


in a good tight Navy tarna- 
tion," said Cernan, a Navy cap- 
tain and former Jetpflot. 


The ships came together at a 


speed of less than at* ml* per 
hour while they Orbited the 
moon at about 4,000 m.pJi.

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No cut in state 
welfare budget 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - An 


expanded 
case 
load 
and 


changes mandated by the wel- 
fare reform act were among 
reasons that there will not be a 
cut in state-budgeted welfare 
funds despite the federal gov- 
ernment's 
takeover 
of 


assistance in adult categories, 
officials said Thursday. 


Starting Jan. I, 1974 under 


the welfare reform act, the fed- 
eral government will assume 
assistance payments to the 
blind, aged and disabled, who 
represent 78,000 of the 160,000 
persons receiving welfare pay- 
ments in Arkansas. 


Members of the Arkansas 


legislative Council wondered 
why this would not result in a 
big reduction of the amount of 
state funds devoted to welfare. 


Officials of t!ie state Depart- 


ment of Social and Rehabilita- 
tive Services said the reasons 
included increased operating 
costs, 
a 
bigger 
workload, 


changes in matching formulas 
requiring higher state con- 
tributions in other welfare 
programs, new programs the 
welfare reform act requires 
and a need to use state money to 
maintain 
adult assistance 


payments at current levels. 


Under the reform act, federal 


payments to the blind, aged 
and disabled ^vould be less than 
current levels, which are sup- 
ported by contributions from 
both the state and federal gov- 
ernments. 


In the current fiscal year, 


state funds allocated for wel- 
fare programs and adminis- 
tration totals almost $36 mil- 
lion, of more than $14 million 
less than the $50,366,715 pro- 
posed for the next fiscal year 
wider 
a budget presented 


Thursday to the Legislative 
Council. 


Next year's budget would in- 


clude $8,276,812 that the state 
would have to pay as its share 
of adult category aid in the 
first six months of the year be- 
fore the welfare reform act 
takes effect. Also included is 
$3,699,945 in supplemental pay- 
ments Gov. Dale Bumpers re- 
commends to maintain current 
levels of assistance in the adult 
categories in the remaining six 
months. 


In the following fiscal year, 


the first full year under the re- 
form act, the proposed welfare 
budget would be $51,114,472. 


Dr. Roger Bost, director of 


the SRS department, said that 
even if the federal government 
had not taken over adminis- 
tration of the adult category 
aid, the state cost in the next 
fiscal year to maintain current 
programs at a continuing level, 
plus the added cost of the for- 
mula changes, would have been 
$52,319,402. That figure includes 
$16,553,624 as the state's share 
of adult category assistance. 


Without the formula changes, 


the state cost in the next fiscal 
year would have been $45,597,- 


405, he said. 


Bost said that in taking over 


the adult categories, the federal 
government would be assuming 
authority over programs that 
are relatively east to adminis- 
ter, leaving to the states the 
hard-to-administer program of 
aid to families with dependent 
children. 


Included in the budget pro- 


posal made Thursday were 
Bumpers' recommendations of 
$312,708 in additional funds for 
a $5-per-month grant increase 
of $10 a month in state pay- 
ments to nursing homes that 
care for welfare recipient!. 


Bost said his department had 


delayed recommending • budg- 
et for its Social Services Divi- 
sion, which includes the welfare 
programs, in order to obtain a 
better understanding of the ef- 
fects of the reform act. 


He said he recognized the 


legislators' concern about the 
rising cost of welfare, but that 
"we're asking only for what we 
feel is needed to meet the 
needs of the people." 


Bost said that in Arkansas 


only 8 per cent of the popu- 
lation was receiving public as- 
sistance. He said this was a 
"very, very minimal figure" 
when it is considered that 12Vi 
per cent of Arkansans are over 
the age of 65, six per cent have 
physical disabilities that pre- 
clude them from working and 
almost a third live below the 
poverty level.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 


ident Nixon and his top cam- 
paign aides have been partying 
for the past three nights with a 
select group from around the 
country who helped finance and 
promote his re-election. 


The total of 167 guests includ- 


ed top labor leaders, prominent 
Democrats for Nixon, regional 
finance chairmen and heads of 
organizations ranging from sen- 
ior citizens to veteran groups 
who joined the campaign effort. 


Cocktail receptions were held 


Tuesday, 
Wednesday 
and 


Thursday with the President 
and Mrs. Nixon at thvCbjjtot- 
mas-decorated White. ttbtla. 
followed by dinner across the 
street at Blair House, a presi- 
dential guest house. The Nixons 
did not attend the dinners. 


None of the parties was open 


for press coverage. But the 
White House made public the 
guest lists and said the dinners 
were given by campaign chair- 
man Clark MacGregor, finance 
chairman Maurice Stans and 
Secretary of Transportation 
John Volpe, who has been nom- 
inated by Nixon to be the next 
am-bassador to Italy. 


Attending two of the parties 


were Peter Brennan, head of a 
building trades union in New 
York City and Nixon's nominee 
for secretary of labor, and de- 
parting White House counsel 
Charles W. Colson, one of Nix- 
on's key political operatives. 


Another guest was Kenneth 


H. Dahlberg of Minneapolis, 
Midwest regional finance chair- 
man for the Nixon campaign. 
Dahlberg figured in the trans- 
fer of a $25,000 campaign con- 
tribution that found Us way into 
a Miami bank account con- 
trolled lone of the defendants in 
the break-in and alleged bug- 
ging of the Democratic national 
headquarters. 


Big campaign contributors 


such as Thomas A. Pappas of 
Boston and Donald M. Kendall, 
president of Pepsico Inc., also 
were invited as was Charles 
Snider, one of Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace's top staff 
aides. 


Mayors Beverly Briley of 


Nashville, Tenn., Jack Maltes- 
ter of San Leandro, Calif., and 
Ralph Perk of Cleveland were 
on the guest lists. 


There were union leaders 


from the teamster, seafarers, 
bricklayers, steelworkers and 
operating engineers, as well as 
presidents of firemen's and po- 
lice associations.

young Stanford, who during the 
flight earlier had asked to be 
flown to Vancouver, on the 
west coast, and to Winnipeg, in 
mid-Canada.

Montreal, where during a 75- 
minute stop the youth let a 
stewardess and the 52 other 
passengers get off. Then it flew 
on to Ottawa with Stanford, 
Miss Cote, another stewardess, 
the pilot and copilot aboard. 
After 15 minutes in Ottawa, 
they returned to Montreal to 
await Stanford's father and the 
psychiatrist. 


The older Stanford said his 


son had been living with him 
about six weeks in labrador 
City, five miles from Wabush, 
and worked part time for a 
lumber firm. 


The young man's wife said in 


Saint John that he left her in 
September and she last heard 
from him more than a month 
ago. The couple have one son, 
nearly a year old, and are ex- 
pecting their second child early 
next month. 


The airline vice president

pro football player of the year 
by the Maxwell Club of Phila- 
delphia. 


Brown's name was added to 


a list of pro football's out- 
standing players—John Unitas, 
Norm Van Brocklin, Paul Hor- 
nung, Andy Robustelli, Jim 
Brown, Pete Retzlaff, Don Me- 
redith, l*roy Kelly, Roman Ga- 
briel, George Blanda and Roger 
Staubach. 


"I remember when I was 


real young 1 used to watch 
these players on television, and 
never realized that some day 1 
would be recognized for the 
saint award," Brown said. 


The selection of Brown, who 


has become the only player in 
National Football League his- 
tory to pass 1,000 yards total of- 
fense four consecutive years, 
was no surprise. The designa- 
tion of Brad Van Pelt, Mich- 
igan State defensive back, as 
the Club's college player of the 
vear raised some eyebrows, in- 


cluding Van Pelt's. 


The Maxwell group, in select- 


ing Van Pelt, eliminated such 
standout candidates as Heis- 
man Award winner Johnny 
Rodgers of Nebraska, Okla- 
homa's Greg Pruitt, Alabama's 
Terry Davis, Oklahoma's Rich

The rewriting of baseball's 
record books after last season 
has Atlanta outfielder Hank Aa- 
ron holding eight National 
League records in batting-sev- 
en of them major league 
highs-and tied for three oth- 
ers. 


The 37-year-old slugger now 


holds lifetime major league 
records for most total bases, 0,- 
172, and runs batted in 2,037, of- 
ficial National League statistics 
issued today showed. The old 
records were 6,134 total bases 
by Stan Musial of St. Louis, set 
in 1963, and 1,967 runs batted in 
by New York Yankee immortal 
Babe Ruth in the years 1914- 
193S. 


In the 1972 season Aaron was 


fourth among six National 
League hitters with slugging 
percentages above .900. He had 
.514 in that department where 
Billy Williams of Chicago led 
with .606, followed by Willie 
Staraettof Pittsburgh. .961, and 
Johnny Bench of Cincinnati, 
.Ml. 


Five of Aaron's major league 


records were his at the start of 
last season, and these lie ex- 
tended to: 14 seasons with 30 or 
more home runs: 16 seasons- 


and 16 consecutively-with 30 
or more homers; 107 Hfetune 
sacrifice flies, and 270 in- 
tentional bases on balb. 


Aaron's 673 lifetime home run 


total replaced the 646 NL Wfh 
that belonged to WUUe Mays of 
the New York Mets a year ago, 
and he tied San Francisco's 
Willie McCovey and the late Gil 
Hodges of Brooklyn for the 
most bases-filled home runs In 
a NL career, 14. Aaron also 
shares a league record for the 
most bases on balls in one 
atomic—five. 


Mays became the major 


league outfielder who has han- 
dled the most fielding chances, 
with 7,165 for his career. Tris 
Speaker, Cleveland's famed 
Gray Eagle, had held the ma- 
jor league record for this since 
1926 with 7,159.

Dear Dr. Lamb—Breakfast 


at our house is quite a prob- 
lem. All health books say to 
eat a good, nourishing break- 
fast. None of us care for 
breakfast food, not prepared 
or the cooked variety. It is 
said that proteins are neces- 
sary, still what protein is not 
high in cholesterol? Eggs 
are limited, liver is high in 
cholesterol, so are sausages 
and bacon and ham. Bread is 
fattening. Really, what do 
you feel is a good breakfast 
that is low in fat and carbo- 
hydrates, cholesterol and not 
too many calories? We also 
have a weight problem and 
would truly welcome any ad- 
vice. This is the one meal 
when we are hungry and do 
not know what the proper 
things are to eat. Thank you 
for your help. We always 
read your article in the 
morning. We use a lot of 
skim milk, cottage cheese 
and powdered skim milk. 


Dear Reader—I get lots of 


letters asking about break- 
fast, so you are not alone. Of 
course, the hot cereals are 
fine, such as oatmeal. There 
are a number of other hot 
cereals that some people 
like and these do contain a 
certain amount of protein, 
particularly if they come 
from wheat or oats. The pro- 
tein in whole wheat products 
contains important essential 
amino acids. Unless a person 
has a medical problem that 
prevents their use, I think 
one should try to get some 
protein from cereal, and 
breakfast is a good place to 
do this.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


happiest face in the Christmas 
shopping crowd this year may 
belong to the retailer. 


An apparent rise of 5 to 10 


per cent in Christmastime sales 
throughout the nation is bring- 
ing good cheer to local mer- 
chants and executives of major 
department-store chains. 


With 10 days to go before the 


holiday, exact results still are 
uncertain. Some business 
analysts spoke of a "frenzy of 
buying" gripping the nation. 


However, the National Retail 


Merchants Association, which 
represents 26,000 stores, said 
sales for the three weeks ended 
Dec. 9 were up only 2.1 per 
cent from last year's pace. 


Last December, retail sales 


totaled an estimated $42.6 bil- 


lion. 


The NRMA blames bad wea- 


ther for holding down the in- 
crease so far but believes that, 
before this year's Christmas 
season is over, last year's fig- 
ures will be surpassed by about 
6 per cent. 


Pocket calculators, hot combs 


and microwave ovens were 
some of the newest sales sis- 
zlers which Associated Press 
correspondents found around 


the country.

Harrison was scheduled to open 
Friday, Dec. 15. But ice, sleet 
and snow blanketing the Mid- 
South and Southwest during 
recent days prevented delivery 
of custom-tooled parts crucial 
to the operation of the resort's 
skilift 
and 
snowmaking 


equipment. 


The resort opening is now set 


for Tuesday, Dec. 26. 


The parts, air-freighted from 


Denver last week, have sat on a 
loading dock awaiting clearing 
of ice, sleet and fog that have 
prevented air travel into 
Arkansas. Now the resort's 
developer, Jess Odom of Little 
Rock, hopes the wintry weather 
will resume once the parts are 
delivered. 


"Though we still might have 


met the Dec. 15 opening," said 
Odom, "it would not have 
allowed time for adequate 
safety testing of the chairlift." 


The ski lodge and ice skating 


rink will be the centers of ac- 
tivity during the first days of 
the premiere season, according 
to Odom. The tri-level Alpine 
lodge dominates the summit of 
the skiing area and commands 
a magnificent view of the 220- 
foot vertical drop of the in- 
termediate slope, the chairlift 
and the surrounding Ozarks. 


Its facilities include ski 


equipment rental, pro shop and 


lockers. Food and beverages 
will be served in the top-floor 
conviviality room, appointed 
with a circular fireplace and 
piano for gatherings. 


Rustic steps lead downhill 


from the ski lodge to the 50- by 
140- foot ice skating rink housed 
in one of the resort's rustic 
Alpine-style structures. 


The early winter weather and 


precipitation that foretold good 
skiing weather also caused 
delays in construction of some 
of the resort's other facilities. 
"These will be completed at the 
earliest possible date," says 
Odom, "and all will be in 
operation early in our three- 
month winter sports season that 
ends in mid-March." 


Also open will be the Antique 


Auto Museum, housing displays 
of classic and vintage cars from 
Europe and America. Con- 
ducted tours will also be offered 
to nearby Dogpatch Caverns. 
"The Scrambler," an exciting 
mechanical amusement ride, 
wiii also be in operation. 


Odoin said that food and 


lodging for the first days of 
operation will be available near 
the park's entrance in the 
Dogpatch 
Motel 
and 


Restaurant, and that nearby 
Harrison and Jasper have fine 
motel accomodations. 


Excellent lodging in the new 


Marble Falls Inn will be 
available soon, according to 
Odom, and the motel's initial 64 
rooms will be doubled by Mary 
15. Within a matter of weeks, 


several private Swiss chalets 
being built on the thousand-acre 
complex will be ready for oc- 
cupancy. 


The battery of snow cannons 


which provide cover for the two 
500-foot beginners' slopes and 
the 1,500-foot intermediate 
slope is in operation and 
beginning to pile up ski snow.

huge air compressor and by 
water from one of the deepest • 
wells ever dug in Arkansas.
